The trials and tribula- 


perhaps 


come chiefly from his apparent necessity 
for an annual income of around $15,000. 


At the age of 25 this is not an easy figure 


to hit. In fact, about the only way to hit it 
is by having an assured independent in- 
come, or by cashing in on family prestige— 
and Elliott has no independent income. 


This much can be said for him, however, 


Though sometimes he has been very clumsy 
about it, he has refrained to a far greater 
degree than his elder brother from cash- 
ing in on the family name. Jimmy is the 
high-powered, highly polished p*j-getter 
type. Elliott is temperamental, tumultuous, 
mercurial. But his economic motives are 
on a slightly higher though less successful 
plane. 


Elliott started being the black sheep of 


the family when he was in Groton, tradi- 
tional school of the Roosevelt family. He 
didn't get along very well there, and trans- 
ferred to a preparatory school at Prince- 
ton. He graduated at the age of 19, just 
two years before the campaign which was 
to elect his father President of the "United 
States. 


Rebellious at the family and determined 


to make his own living, Elliott launched out 
with a New York advertising agency, later 
setting up his own firm of Kelly, Nason and 
Roosevelt, and still again transferring to 
the Paul Cornell Agency. 


At that time Elliott was 20 years old, 


and naive enough to think he was being 
hired for his ability, not for his father's 
position as Governor of New York. 


He did not remain naive long, however. 


It became all too aparent tlfat the real 
reason large and long experienced com- 
panies were throwing their 
advertising 


business to Elliott's firm was because his 
father occupied a very important place in 
the State of New York. 


There was, for instance, the case of E. 


L. Cord, heavy owner in American Air- 
ways, who hhvd Elliott's firm, the Paul 
Cornell Agency, to make a survey of a new 
airline he had just purchased. Elliott made 
the survey, for which he received $750, 
and says that the report he submitted "was 
sufficiently uncomplimentary to Mr. Cord's 
managers" to cause his job to cease. 


This was while his father was cam- 


paigning for the presidency, and also en- 
joying the full support of Mr. Hearst. So 
Elliott, who had become an aviation en- 
thusiast, went to work for the Hearst news- 
papers as aviation editor. 


But here again, Elliott was not particu- 


larly happy. The Hearst-Roosevelt honey- 
moon came to an end, and very soon Elliott 
found himself linked with an organization 
which was constantly lampooning his 
father. Meanwhile, Elliott had flirted with 
the idea of going Hollywood, and had op- 
erated the Gilpin Airlines out of Los An- 
geles, owned by an old friend of his moth- 
er, Congresswoman Isabella Greenway. 


Finally, in the spring of 1934, Elliott 


went to O. Max Gardner, ex-Governor of 
North Carolina and attorney for the Aero- 
nautical Chamber of Commerce, said he 
was not happy in his work with Hearst, 
and asked for a job with the Chamber. 


This was given him by Thomas A. Mor- 


gan, President of the Chamber, a vice- 
presidency with a salary of $15,000. 


As such, Elliott was charged on the floor 


of Congress with lobbying 
for aviation 


companies. He denied this, and so far as 
these writers can ascertain, he did just the 
opposite.

ventor of the spring mattress bed. 
Certainly he made life more liv 
able. 
There is another whose biog- 


raphy has just been brought to our 
memories, who certainly deserves 
a grateful thought In these torric 
days—John Gorrie, who invented 
artificial ice. 


John Gorrie was a physician, anr 


the invention was quite in line with 
the work of a busy general prac- 
titioner. 


Dr. Gorrie, a graduate of the 


College of Physicians and Sur- 
geon* of New York, settled in 
Florida to practice—in the little 
town of Apalachiola. The great 
medical problem was fever—mala 
rial fevers and yellow fever, espe 
dally. 


How Control Temperature)

toward methods to control the tern 
pevature.

trcme temperatures were destruc 
tlve to many tissues, and liable ti 
precipitate shock and collapse.

But where in Florida, especially 
the summer, could you get cold 


water? 
Ice was preserved with 


difficulty. 
It had to be Imported 


rom New F igland and cost a dol- 
ar a pound. 


So the young scientist started 
t to construct a machine tc 


make ice artificially. He knew 
.hat when a liquid evaporates it 
absorbs heat. But he was not able 
;o construct a practical machine 
jy the use of this principle. So he 
lurned to another—that when a 
s expands rapidly it absorbs 


ieat- He compressed air by a 
>ump, then freed it in a chamber, 
n which was a container with 
water. 


Gorrie'a original machine is in 


the 
Smithsonian 
institution at 


Washington. 


His use of Ice in fevers was to 


ventilate the sick room. 
In hi* 


room he made an opening in the 
wall at the level of the floor. From 
the ceiling was suspended a bucket 
in which was placed a block of ice. 
The ice cooled the air at the ceil- 
ing, which, being heavier, descend- 
ed and paued out of the room 
through the opening in the floor, 
Thus a circulation of cooled ail 
passed over the patient. 


Dr. John Gorrie was thus th» 


first man to apply the principl* 
which we now call "air condition- 
ing" for the treatment of the sick 
room.

New Camera May Prevent 


Silicosis Fatalities 


in Industry 


YOUTH TALKS TOO MUCH 


SAN JOSE, Cal. (UP)—Hobo

NEW HAVEN, Conn. (UP)—A 


"dusc camera" which will actually 
"shoot" dust in the air, and prc- 


the only permanent record of 
which can be obtained to- 


day by scientists making studies 
in the dust contest of air in vi r- 
ioua industries, has been invented 
by Lawrence H. Ott, of Cleveland, 
a student in the Sloane Physics 
Laboratory at Yale University. 


Ott worked two years with J. 


B. Fickien, chemical engineer for 
the Travelers Insurance Company, 
in developing the apparatus which, 
it was said, would have prevented 
the recent ailicosis tragedy 
in 


West Virginia, where several peo- 
ple t'.ied as teh result of an over- 
abundance of silica dust in the 
air. 


The camera is extremely use- 


ful, Ott says, in industries using 
brick-making, quarrying and bur- 
nishing in their 
manufacturing 


process. "As soon as employers 
are required to keep the dust vol- 
ume in the air 'down by legal 
statutes, such a method of count- 
ing dust as we have devised will 
be even more interesting and val- 
uable, he asserts. 


Dust Particles Counted 


The camera takes a picture of 


the particles of dust in a very 
small amount of air. These par- 
ticles are- counted and the per- 
centages of dust in cubic feet of 
air estimated, 
similar to 
the 


method now employed by physi- 
cians and physiologists to deter- 
mine the number of blood cells in 
the human body. 


The simple and light apparatus 


was fashioned and assembled by 
Ott in the machine shop of the 
Sloane Physics 
Laboratory. 
It 


consists of an upright shaft with 
a camera box on top and the 
lens within the tube to which are 
attacked three cylindrical pipes, 
Each of these three pipes con- 
tains a flashlight bulb, such as Is 
now used in commercial photog- 
raphy, wired for lighting. 


Air Sample Taken 


A rubber tube is attached to the 


upright metal chamber, and air is 
sacked into the interior through 
a rubber nozzle. When this sam- 
ple of air, which contains the 
dust 
to be 
photographed, has 


been drawn into the testing cham- 
ber, it is left undisturbed for a 
period of from 30 to 60 seconds. 
The shutter of the camera then is 
opened and the photo-flashed is 
fired by a pocket battery—three 
bulbs being touched off simultane- 
ously. 


The present equipment weighs 


eight pounds but Ott is working 
to develop a dust camera with one 
bulb to weigh only five pounds. 
The Department of the Interior 
recently communicated with the 
Yale physicists for complete in- 
formation about the new camera 
process.

TOKYO—(UP)—A more inten- 


sive settlement program for Man 
chukou and efforts 
to 
improve 


conditions in the fishing and farm 
villages at home are planned by 
leaders who seek to strengthen 
Japan's economic outlook. 


Acording to reports from gov- 


ernment sources, Japan will at- 
tempt to send 
5,000 Japanese 


families to Manchukuo next year. 
An increased 
subsidy for 
each 


household will be granted. 


Previous efforts at settlement in 


Manchukuo are said to have been 
satisfactory, although the Japan- 
ese traditionally are a home-loving- 
people and not enthusiastic over 
colonization or emigration. 


The home situation is causing 


concern, particularly because of a 
desire to cement national feeling 
after the Feb. 26 incident. Cabi-

ber of persons robbed of their 
hard-earned money while carrying 
it to the bank, sought for some 
safe way to make the daily trans- 
fer. 
And he found the perfect 


answer in Dan, his pet timber 
wolf. 


Bandits and Guns 


Jones reasoned this way: A ban- 


dit, when he seeks to hold up a 
bank messenger with a gun, does 
it with the hope that the gun will 
so intimidate the messenger that 
t h e r e 
will 
be no shooting. 


If there Is a shooting, chances are 
the stick-up man will have to flee 
without getting any loot. 


No\v that theory works all 


right on a human bank messenger 
who knows what a gun is, and 
what it can do. But on the other 
hand, menacing a wolf with a 
pistol would do little good. You'd 
have to use the gun in order to 
take the money away, and that's 
the last thing the average bandit 
cares to do. 


And so it's no unusual sight to 


see Dan trotting through crowded 
San Antonio streets with a well- 
filled money bag held by his teeth, 
and Jones cofidently bringing up 
the rear. 


Born in Michigan 


Dan's mother, a lull-blooded 


timber wolf, was killed on a ranch 
in Michigan.

Norman, Okla. (UP)—Pit-house 


village sites unearthed In the Ok- 
lahoma panhandle are regarded 
by scientists today as an indica- 
tion that this state is the cradle 
of the Great Plains Indian Cul- 
ture. 


Dr. Forest E. Clements, head 


of the University 
of 
Oklahoma 


department of 
anthropology, 
is 


convinced that Oklahoma holds a 
strategic position in the field of 
plains archeology. 


'Mysteries of prehistoric tribes 


in the Great Plains may some day 
be revealed in the rich archeolog- 
ical field of the panhandle," Dr. 
Clements said. 


"Recent 
excavations indicate 


that at least 700 years ago this 
section was the centi-al point for 
the northern sweep of 
ancient 


tribal cultures from both the west t 
and east." 


Links May Be Joined 


Predicting that state research 


workers might trace the origin of 
prehistoric cultures, Dr. Clements 
said: 


"The similarity of the panhandle 


pit-houses, 
pottery 
designs, 


bone tools and clay pipes to those 
discovered in the northern plains 
may solve many problems for ar- 
cheologists." 


The 
pit-house vogue 
spread 


from the southwest to Oklahoma 
and thence to the north, accord- 
ing to the conclusions of observ- 
ers. Rectangular in shape, 
the 


houses have an average size of 12 
by 15 feet, with a floor 
about 


three feet below the original sur- 
face of the ground. 


Fireplace in Center 


At the center of the pit was 


built a fireplace surrounded by 4 
posts which were connected at the 
top by logs. Rafter poles covered 
with 
clay and brush were sus- 


pended from the timber pieces. 


Discovery of chips or shreds of 


black-on-white pottery was seen 
as an indication that this Indian 
culture was about 700 years old. 


"This particular type of pottery 


was made in the Pecos valley of 
New Mexico In the 13th century," 
Dr Clements said. He explained 
that the method of dating 
was 


based on counting annual growth 
rings on tree trunk beams found 
along with pottery ruins.

REVOKE 


ANCIENT 
RITUAL 


IN DEATH CRASH 


MENASHA, Wis. (UP)—An old 


Indian 
ritual was invoked 
by 


tribesmen here for victims of the 
modern motor car. 


When Mrs. Andrew Swamp and 


Grafton King, both Indians, and 
Lawrence Haas, were killed in a 
collision of three automobiles, an- 
cient Indian cerembnies were held 
so that "the spirits of the dead 
might be set at peace." 


After the accident, relatives and 


friends of Mrs. Swamp and King 
assembled at the victim's homes. 
The Indians believe that a dead 
tribesman's spirit remains in his 
home for 10 days after his death 


and that if the ancient rituals are 
not invoked, the dead Indian is 
doomed to eternal suffering. 


The victims's favorite food was 


placed before a vacant chair in 
each home. The first person en- 
tering after the tenth day, was 
asked to eat the food. If he de- 
clined, it was left hidden in a 
flower bed and precautions taken 
go that no animal could reach it. 
Prayers were recited throughout 
the day. 


The day before the accident, 


relatives had met at King's home 
to sing. A dog, owned by his sister, 
turned over on its back and point- 
ed its feet in the air. King re- 
marked it was a bad Indian omen 
| -—that it meant a sudden death in 


the family. The next day he was 
killed.

BY UNIVERSITY 
40 SPAN OCEAN 


Town Threatened 


Survey 
Will 
Extend 
From 


California to Japan and 


New Zealand 


BERKELEY, Cal., — (UP) — 


A complete %urvey of the entire 
Pacific region of volcanoes will be 
made this year by the University 
of California in an effort to deter- 
ances there may have with the 
dying out Casade range in north- 
ern California. 


Dr.. Howel Williams, associate 


professor of geology at the Uni- 
versity, will start on his tour of 
the Pacific volcanoes in Septem- 
ber. This will cover New Zealand, 
the Dutch East Indies, Japan and 
probably the Hawaiian craters. 


Dr. Williams expects to obtain 


his most important information in 
Java, where the Dutch East Indies 
Volconological Survey maintains 
a force of experts to warn natives 
of impending eruptions. 
These 


usually can be foretold by the dry- 
ing up springs increasing tempera- 
tures 
on volcanoes and 
other 


signs distinguishable to the scien- 
tist. 


To New Zealand, Too 


Another volcano to be studied 


Is that of Mount Tarawera on 
North Island, New Zealand, which 
last erupted in 1886. In this dis- 
turbance the 
world-famous red 
> 


terraces and what was credited 
with having been 
the 
world's 


largest geyser on the slopes of 
the volcano, were wiped out. 


From there Dr. Williams will go 


to Japan, for a study of the active 
crater there and probably will 
compete his investigation with a 
tour of those in the Hawaiian Is- 
lands. 


Immediately upon his return he 


will concentrate upon a study of 
the Cascade range of craters in 
northern California and southern 
Oregon. 
While this region has 


been classified definitely as one of 
dying volcanic activity, Dr. Wil- 
liams admits the possibility of still 
further disturbances there. 


Accurate Conclusion Expected 
He believes that his researches 


throughout the entire Pacific vol- 
canic region of volcanoes will en- 
able him to arrive at definite 
conclusions. 


For some time after the Lass en 
eak eruptions in 1914 and 1915,

University of 
California, 


however is continuing the work 
and recently made a close exam- 
ination of the rock and natural 
formations in the region in order 
to check accurately any changes 
that another disturbance might 
bring about.

Alaska, while fox islands in the 
Aleutian Islands have been leased 
by the Alaska Game Commission 
for years to raisers of domestic 
fur.

BOUNTY RACKET 
DEVELOPS FROM 
WAR ON SNAKES 


WAUKON, la. (UP)—The coun- 


ty commissioners of Alamakee 
County are puzzled to know just 
how much of a rattlesnake can be 
cut off and permit the snake to 
remain alive. 


Their interest is due to the offer 


of a $1 bounty for each rattler 
killed in the county. When the 
offer was made, only the rattles 
were required as proof of the claim 
to the bounty. 


The plan failed to result in the 


extermination 
of 
the 
snakes, 


county supervisors said, because 
the snake hunters learned that 
they could cut off the rattles, 
turn the snake loose and so assure 
themselves of later profits. 
K The bounty was cut to 50 cents, 
•tut the rattlesnake population of 
the county increased. 


Last year the supervisors sought 


to curb the 'snake racket" by re- 
quiring that an inch of the tail 
be attached to the rattles. Even 
this proved a failure since snakes 
were found to live quite success- 
fully without the short inch of 
tail. 


This year the requirement was 


stepped up to four inches of tail 
attached to the rattles. 


If this pain doesn't work, the 


supervisors have indicated they 
may start at the other end of the 
snake and require the head to 
establish the county claim.

As 
a reward, the president gave him 
the $18,000-a-year post as gover- 
nor-general of the 
Philippines. 


"When the commonwealth govern- 
ment came into existence Murphy 
remained as high commissioner. 
He made good. 
Even while he 


was considering his resignation as 
high commissioner in order that 
.he might run for governor, many 
protests from, influential leaders 
in the islands were forwarded to 
the president. 


Murphy managed to win the 


.confidence of both native Filipino 
leaders and 
American interests 


there. Previously, many governor 
generals had played the factions 
against each other. 


Murphy, red-headed and ener- 


getic, had gone to the islands in 
May of 1933. He had been elected 
mayor of Detroit in 1930 and re- 
signed that post to go to the Phil- 
ippines. 


When Murphy reached a decis- 


ion to run for governor, he gave 
his resignation as high commis- 
sioner of the Philippines to Presi- 
dent. Roosevelt. The latter, indi- 
cates he will not accept it but, 
rather, give Murphy a leave of ab- 
sence without pay for two months, 
beginning Sept. 5, so that Murphy 
may remain here for the political 
campaign. 


Holding Resignation 


If Murphy is elected governor, 


the president is expected to accept 
the resignation immediately. 
If 


he is defeated, he may be sent 
back to the Philippines. 


Murphy, prior to becoming the

date, must submit his name to the 
Michigan voters in the primaries. 
The primaries in this state are 
held in September.

Welsh has been in- 


dorsed by former Gov. William 
Comstock "Old Guard" Democrat. 


No one Is believed to stand a 


chance against Murphy, however,

Fitzgerald, the incumbent, is ex- 
pected to be renominated as the 
Republican nominee for governor. 


After the primary

are 


counted, therefore, it Is expected 


to be Murphy vs. Fitzgerald for 
governor of Michigan. 


Michigan is the scene of still an- 


other battle by a personality. 
U. 


S. Senator James Couzens, inde- 
pendent Republican, is a candidate 
for renomination in the Republi- 
can primaries — although he could 
have had the Democratic nomina- 
tion. 


Couiens' Fight 


Senator Couzens' greatest foe 


in the primaries will be former 
Governor Wilbert M. Brucker, who 
asserts that Couzens i«t more of a 
New Deal supporter than a Repub- 
lican. Couzens is popular with la- 
bor and thousands of liberals. 


The Michigan senator has given 


away millions of dollars to charity, 
once $10,000,000 in one lump sum, 
and is believed assured of renom- 
ination. 
However, there are a 


few who are riding with Brucker, 
mainly because Brucker, 
in his 


own words 'is the luckiest man 
alive" in politics. 


Democrats have yet to pick a 


man to run as their '"official" can- 
didate for the U. S. Senate. Mur- 
phy has declared that he prefers 
either Frank A. Picard of Sagi- 
naw, former chairman of the state 
liquor control commission, or Rep- 
resentative Prentiss Brown of St.

Radio Priest Friendly ? 


Most of the interest will be cen- 


tered on Murphy, mainly because 
of the part he already has played 
in the Philippines and in national 
political affairs. He is a Catholic 
and a close friend 
of the Rev. 


Charles E. Coughlin, the Michigan 
radio priest, who helped start the 
recent third party movement. 


Father Coughlin, although bitter 


against the Roosevelt administra- 
tion for failing to adopt policies of 
the National Union for Social Jus- 
tice, is at least expected to indorse 
Murphy personally if not as a 
Democratic candidate. 


Some sections of Michigan are 


believed strongly Townsendite and 
"Coughlinite". Their strength lies 
mainly among Democratic voters, 
however, an d if they joined in the 
third party movement it would 
probably pull many more votes 
away from the Democrats than it 
would from the Republicans. Mur- 
phy's candidacy, therefore, 
also 


was believed designed to meet any 
bolt of Democratic voters to the 
third party. 


The cases of Murphy and Couz- 


ans also offer somewhat of a par- 
allel. Both remain unusually pop- 
ular, whatever political party they 
repreesnt.

SAN' FRANCISCO (UP)—The 


new situation created in the Far 
East by Japan's continued pene- 
tration into China will be one of 
the principal problems to be taken 
up at the next biennial meeting of. 
the Institute of Pacific Relations. 


The meeting is scheduled for 


Aug. 15 to 29 in the Yosemite Na- 
tional Park. Nations participating 
are already preparing their dele- 
gations, which will be composed of 
25 to 35 members each, 


With the exception of Mexico, 


every country bordering 
on the 


Northern Pacific or with vital Pa- 
cific interests will be represented. 
These are China, Japan, the Phil- 
ippines, Hawaii, 
Canada, 
Great 


Britain, Soviet Russia and the 
United States. 


Soviet To Be Represented 
The meeting, according to offi- 


cials of the Institute, will be of 
special importance, in view of the 
fact that it will be the first time 
the Soviet Union has 
attended. 


Thus, discussions on the situation 
created by the conflicting tenden- 
cies of Japan, China and Russia 
in the Far East are likely to be in 
order. 


While most delegations will be 


composed of members sent from 
their respective countries, China 
will be represented by Dr. N. Wing 
Man, professor of political science 
at the University of California. 


As in the past, the League of 


Nations will send observers to fol- 
low discussions. 


Editor in U. S. Delegation 


The American delegation 
will 


include Chester Rowel, editor of 


the San Francisco Chronicle, pres- 
ident of the California Association 
for the League of Nations 
and 


authority on Far Eastern affairs. 


Besides the present Japanese- 


Chinese-Russian situation in the 
Far East, three other phases of 
Pacific problems will be attacked. 
These are the economic conditions 
of countries bordering on the Pa- 
cific; political relations of these 
countries, and cultural phases of 
the Orient aa brought into contact 
with the culture of the West. 


The institute was founded, fol- 


lowing the Boleshevik revolution 
and has held biennial meetings 
ever since in an effort to improve 
the relations of the countries bor- 
dering on the Pacific.

crease over the latter figure. 


The 1933 survey also will offer a 


basis for comparison in

smaller details, including the num- 
ber of retail establishments, em- 
ployes, payrolls.and sales by kinds 
of business. The 1935 census, how- 
ever, is the most complete business 
survey ever attempted by the De- 
partment of Commerce. 


Canvass 1,507,000 Firms 


Approximately 1,507,000 firms of 


all classifications have been can- 
vassed to date and Gosnell said the 
final figure probably would be 1,- 
600,000 as compared with 1.543,000 
in 1929 and 1,526,000 two years 
ago. 


The chief statistician said the 


bureau had had no difficulty in 
obtaining a high type of person- 
nel from federal -ilief rolls to do 
tha work, some of which is highly 
complicated and technical. 


"We are losing more and more 


of our workers to private indus- 
try," he said. "Many of them who 
had not been employed a year or 
two years were qualified for new 
jobs through the training course. 
That has been especially true of 
our tabulators here."
